(or  m.iny  years  provincial  rather  than  national 
in  its  sct.pe  and  work.  It  was  rc-organi/cd 
in  I  8')')  on  broader  lines  and  at  once  marked 
advances  were  made  m  numbers,  influence 
and  the  advantages  accruing  to  members. 
Montreal  manufacturers  joined  with  those  in 
roronto  and  very  soon  the  AsscKiation 
extended  from  Coast  to  Coast.  It  was 
incorporated  by  an  Act  of  the  Dominion 
Parliament  in  1 902.  It  is  estimated  that  the 
Association  comprises  by  number  75  per 
cent  of  the  industrial  establishments  employing 
over  5  hands,  while  it  represents  90  per 
cent  of  the  aggregate  capilL.!  and  employees 
engaged  in  manufacturing  operations  in 
Canada.  To-day  it  is  probably  the  most 
throughly  represeniativc  organization  in  the 
Dominion.

Only  a  few  months  ago  the  Association 
branched  out  in  another  field.  A  solicitor 
was  retained  to  act  as  legal  adviser  to  the 
Parliamentary  Committee.  F  or  many  years 
the  Association's  legislative  work  has  heen 
more  or  less  hampered  by  the  lack  of 
adequate  information  about  the  laws  of  the 
various  provinces  and  of  the  Dominion. 
With  a  lawyer  on  its  staff  the  Association  is 
now  in  a  position  to  investigate  from  the 
legal  side  every  measure  introduced  in  the 
parliaments  of  the  country.  The  effective- 
ness of  its  work  will,  as  a  result,  be  materially 
increased.  While  the  legal  expert  has  been 
retained  primarily  to  advise  the  i  'arliamentary 
Committee,  information  along  certain  lines 
will  be  furnished  to  members,  but  litigation 
will  not  of  course  be  entered  into. 

The  Companies  Acts  of  the  different  pro- 
vinces. Assessment  Legislation,  Lien  Laws, 
Conditional  Sales  Acts,  Workmen's  Com- 
pensation Acts,  are  but  a  few  of  the  subjects 
in  which  the  Legal  Secretary  is  prepared  to 
give  advice  and  information.  He  is  a 
specialist  in  legislation  affecting  manufac- 
turers.

Every  bill  introduced  in 
any    legislatuie    or    at    Ottawa   is    carefully 
checked  over  and  if    action    is    considered 
advisable   to  oppose  or  advance  it  in   the 
interest  of  the  members  it  is  taken  immediately 
and  with  the  greatest  possible  effectiveness.
